Tardy Justice. 

Bottor luto than never ! After 
boing im'portunod by tho pooplo and 
goaded by tho press for tjvo sessions, 
the Legislature has at length passod 
a law which should have been recorded 
on tbo statuto books of this Colony 
from tho earlieat days of its constitu- 
tional history, and has effaced 
another which has as effectually de- 
populated the country as a visit of the 
cholera would do. Wo alludo to the 
"Homostoad Bill" and tho bill amend- 
ing tho " Law of Arrest." Both bills 
originated in the Legislative Council, 
which gives them quasi executive sanc- 
tion. Tho last named, entitled the 
"Debtors lio lief Act, 1SGG," was passod 
by tho Assembly last week and sent up 
to tho Governor; tho Homestead bill 
wad yesterday aecopted in its entirety 
by tho Lo ,/er House and passed through 
Committee without dissent. With 
all tho progressive tendencies inlused 
into us by our close proximity to a 
liberal and go-a head nation, it lias 
boon a lamentable reflection on the 
vaunted wisdom of our senators, that 
legislative enactments so ossonlial to 
tho permanent settlement and pros- 
pority of tho country should have 
been so long withheld. The horso in 
fact has been Buffered to escape before 
closing tho stable door, but in tho last 
moments of an almost offoto Legisla- 
ture, tho obstructive scales have fallen 
from tho eyes of tho mon who blindly 
and pertinaciously arrayed themselves 
against tho two most urgent and uso- 
ful bills that havo engaged thoir at- 
tention during tho session, and some 
atonement has been made lor tho 
short sighted policy of tho past. The 
groat objection urged against a Home- 
stead bill, is that it opens tbo way to 
and thus legalizes the practice of fraud, 
but we see no weight in tho objection; 
Tho bill in tho first place provides that 
before a Homestead shall bo entitled 
to exemption from seizure and sale it 
shall bo duly registered with tho Re- 
gistrar Gonoral of Titlos, in tho man- 
ner and form provided in the second 
soction. According to that section tho 
owner is required to register his titlo 
to tho proporty as in tho case of 
real ostate, and must cause a notice of 
registration to bo given, accompanied 
with a schedulo of instruments 
evidencing his titlo to such Homo- 
stoad, and a declaration, either declar- 
ing his assets to bo not loss than tho 
sura of 52500, or othcrwiso, that his 
assots are not greater than tho value 
of the Homestead, such Homestead 
boing of less valuo than 82500. The 
penalty of a wilfully false declaration 
is declarod to bo a misdemeanor and 
nullifies any registration under tho 
act. All notices of registrstion, aban- 
donments and declarations, arc to be 
recorded with regular indexed lists of 
persons claiming exemption under tho 
act, which shall be open to public in- 
spection upon payment of a lee of L'f) 
cents. Tho Homestead shall be 
wholly free from seizure or salo by 
any process at law, in equity or bank- 
ruptcy, on account of any debt or lia- 
bility incurred alter tho registration 
of such Homestead, provided, that at 
tho timo of such process, it be of no 
greater valuo than §2500 and shall 
have boon tho continuous bona fide 
placo of residence of tho o.vner; and 
in caso tho value shall then exceed 
§2500, the excess only shall bo liable 
to seizure and due regard is had 
to tho selection and determination ol 
such excess. Provision follows lor 
aliening and encumbering — Lho owner 
if a married man with a wife resident 
in tho Colony, requiring the consont 
of nis wife to such alienation or on- 
oumbranco, but nothing in the act ex- 
empts any real or personal property 
from sale for taxes, or from distress 
for rent. With such stringent preven- 
tives to the exercise of fraud, we really 
cannot see any plausibility in tho outcry 
raised against the bill. True tbo owner ol 
a homestead may secure [m property from 
seizure otio day and on tlio following day, on 
the ostensible credit of that property, involve 
hioisolf to a considerable amount with an 
innocent party. But are ihese not tliu ordiu 
ary risks of business'! Are there not an in- 
finity of modes of practicing dishonesty it 
men will be dishonest ? Have wo not Been 
of lute to what extent fraud may be perpe- 
trated upon unsuspecting persons without 
rcsoutae being bad to 1 ho provisions ol tlio 
Homestead Act 1 The protection ol tho 
public lice in ttio declarations to bo made in 
tho first intaneu, in tlio public record in the 
second, und in lire eeoouragmoot to sutllo- 
monl aud industry in the third) wliilo the 
Colony may rejoice Id having a bill ealoulo- 
t ed moro than any otuor to foster wbat is just 
now wanted moro than anything else, a per- 
manent rual population. The meeting to ho 
held on Wednesday next cornea opportunely 
With the passage ol the bill.

YESTERDAY'S DESPATCHES! 

Chicago, August -1— A correspondent at 
New Orleans writes as follows of Monday's 
riot: The Convention met at 12 o'clock ; 
twenty-six members present. Judge Howell, 
since missing, in the chair. It. King Butler, 
also missing, moved the adjournment of the 
House, during which time tho sergeant- al- 
arms was directed to compel lho attendance 
of absentees. Tho hall was densely packed 
with Freedmen. Just after tho adjournment 
a procession containing hundreds of Freed- 
men carrying the United States flag arrived 
at the Institute, havin?, bad a slight distur- 
bance on Canal street; at this juncture mor 
chants all over tho town, fearing tho coming 
riot, closed their stores. When the proces- 
sion entered the building a squad of police 
followed aud attempted to make arrests. A 
scene of the wildest confusion lollowed, pis- 
t'ds wore fired, clubs and canes used, and 
brickbats flew about in all directions. The 
policemen were finally driven out of the 
building, leaving Halm and other gentlemen 
with ;"iO Freedmen inside. Fortunately, Gover- 
nor Wells bad just left the building for the 
purposo of consulting with Generul liaird 
about calling out the troops. 

Tho Institution used as the State Capitol 
was located in Dryade street, between Canal 
and Common ; when the policemen were 
driven out they were met by a large body oi 
Freedmen, who caused them lo fall back to 
Canal street. They rallied and drove the 
Freedmen back to Common street, and, in 
turn, were driven back to Canal street ; up 
to lliis timo one policeman had been mortally 
wounded, one severely, and others slightlv 
hurt with clubs and pistols. Police reinforce- 
ments soon appeared, a crowd of rioters ac- 
companying the police as they approached 
the Institute, then commenced throwing 
stories through tho windows and firing pis- 
tols at anyone that could be seen inside the 
building, Sorno detachments of police at* 
lacked a crowd of Freedmen on Common 
street, and alter sharp firing, wounding several 
blacks, they drove them away, giving tho 
police arid the mob which accompanied them 
lull control of Dryades street ; a fire engine 
which was brought out played on the 
front of lho Institute, for what purpose is not 
known. 

Several attempts were made to enler lho 
building by the police, but were repulsed. 
The ammunition of tho men in lho Institute 
seemed lo give out; they did not fire any 
moro and attempted to escape through lho 
rear of the Institute into Barrows street, but 
were either arrested ur shot down. They also 
attempted to escape through the alley which 
runs from Dryades street to Barrows, but it 
is not known that any Freedmen succeeded 
in getting away from the building alive. 1 
think every one who tried to escape was 
killed. Saw several brought into tho alley 
above mentioned and after they fell saw 
crowds of ruffians beating them as they were 
dying. The riot commenced at 12:10 and 
ended at 3 o'clock in the alternoon. At 1 
o'clock tlio military under Gen. liaird ap- 
peared and took possession of tho whole city. 
How many have been killed or wounded or 
arrested it is impossible lo say, but it is esti- 
mated that LOO Freedmen and 20 white men 
were killed ur wounded aud 100 altogether 
arrested. 

Now Orleans, August fi — A military com- 
mission lias been appointed to inquire into 
the Into disturbances in tho city and are pur', 
suing thoir investigations. 

DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Eastern S at es 

A fearful riot has occurred nt Now Orleans. 
A Radical Convention assembled in the 
Mechanic's Institute at 12 o'clock Monday, 
twenty-six members present. Tho most in- 
tense excitement porvailed in the city. The 
negroes turned nut to protect tho convention 
when tho fiaht began in common on the 
streets, Meanwhile lho police surrounded 

iho Convention building in the presenoe ol 
an immense crowd aud a riot began in car- 



nest. Slembers of the Convention were ar- 
rested and ono Doslio was kliiod ; others 
including tho Marshal were wounded. The 
lockups wcro speedily filled wilh members ol 
tho Convention and negroes. VV; P. Swesh, 
men her of the Convention, was carried lo the 
lockup bv a double guard armed to the teeth 
amid e&eers from the people, and cries of 
"hang him ! " lleports widely disagree about 
the number of negroes and rioters killed. 
Gen. Baird immediately proclaimed martial 
law, and ordered civil officers to report to 
General Kautz, who was appointed Millitary 
Governor, with his head quarters at the Oily 
Hall. Quiet was thus restored and reports 
to-day say that the Convention prisoners 
were released and no further disturbances had 
occurred. The casualties nro staled at tho 
lowest, thirty- four negroes killed, and sev- 
eral white persons, including policemen, 
were wounded. Tho hall and vestibules of 
tbo Mechanic's Institute present a sad ap- 
pearance. 

Wasbsngtoni Aug. 1 — A telegram has boon 
received from General Sheridan recomirjend- 
ing lho continuance ot martial law in New 
Orleans until after tho investigations of the 
late riots shall be concluded. 

Tho following telegraphic corrospondonco 
explains itsell : 

Executive Department, [ 
Washington, July :ilst, 1806. ) 

To His Excellency Governor Wells I have 
been advised that you have issued a procla- 
mation convening the Convention elected in 
1864. Please inlorm me under and by what 
utithority has this been done, and by what 
authority this convention can assume to re- 
present the whole people of Louisiana. 

(Signed,) Andrew Johnson.

Executive Office, Aug. 1, 1866. 

To Albert Voorhie's, Lieutenant Governor, 
and Adam Herron. Attorney General, Now 
Orleans, La. — Were the civil authorities coo 
lerred with by Gen. Baird before he declare, 
martial law f Oould not the civil authorities 
o' the State and Federal, enforce the law and 
preseive order with the uid ol the millitary 
and without lho necessity of martial law. 1 
nope that order has been restored and the 
re-ults not so disastrous as roportod. Please 
show this to General liaird.

New Orleans, August 1, 1800 — To Gen- 
eral U. S. Grant, Washington — You are 
doubtless aware of the serious riot which 
occurred in this city on the 30th tilt. The 
Convention ot 18G-1 met on tho 30th, for tho 
alleged purpose ol remodelling the present 
Constitution of the Stato. The leaders were 
politicians, aud the action of Hie Convention 
is liable to produce a broach of the peaeo. I 
had made up my mind to arrest the mon if 
the proceedings were calculated to destroy 
the tranquility of the country ; but I had rut 
cause lor action until they committed an over 
act. About 50 whiles and blacks were killed 
and 100 wounded. Every thing is now quiet 
but I deem it best to maintain military su- 
premacy in the city for a few days until the 
matter is lully investigated. 1 believe the 
sentiments of the community indicate a great 
regret at this uncalled for cruelty, and the 
police might have made many arrests it they 
saw proper without saciilioing lives.

Assembly met at 1:15, p. m. Present — 
The Speaker, and Messrs Trimble, Young, 
McClure, Dickson, Cochrano, Carswell. 

ROAD AMENDMENT HILL, 

Mr Pidwell introduced a bill to amend the 
load act, which ho explained and supported. 

Pr Helmcken introduced a short bill, 
mearly amending' the delective section in 
the old act, which he thought would suffice 
for present purposes. He entered fully into 
the question, in all its hearings, and was 
quite satisfied that Mr Pid well's bill could 
never pass daring the fow days that the 
House would exist. J 

Mr Young introduced a scale of charges lor 
road repairs which he thought more equitable 
ns it did not allow the taxation to full more 
heavily in proportion ou the small properly 
holder. 

Mr McClure supported the last amend- 
ment, as the Speaker's amendment had Iba 
effect of legislating against resident properly 
holders iu favor of unproductive property 
holders. 

After a lengthy debate Mr Pidwell with- 
drew his bill and Ihe Speaker's short amend- 
ment bill was accepted, uod reported ; — Ttie 
bill simply provides lor three days statute 
abor, in lieu of six below ten acres, and one 
day extra for evory 50 acres instead of two 
days for every 100 acres. 

HOMESTEAD BILL, 

Mr DoCosmos said that sooner than there 
should be no homestead bill ho would accept 
tho Council bill, though there were two oi 
three objectionable points in it. He did not 
approve of ihe lawful owner of a homestead 
being compelled to make il his actual place- 
of abode. Further, the title of the bill wub to 
exempt tho Homestead and other property 
&c; there was no other properly mentioned 
in the bill. 

Dr Helmcken agreed with the last speaker; 
it would be a great, thing In have a Hoino- 
stcad Bill on the Statute Hooks, and as thiH 
bill came down from Ihe Council and might 
be called an Executive bill, it was cerlain to 
pass. 

Tho clauses of the bill were then read and 
passed seriatim, no alteration being made 
exoept in the schedule, which on motion ot 
Dr Helmcken was amended no as to require i; 
fee of 85 for registration and $5 lor cancella- 
tion, and Ihe bill was reported. 

The Committee here rose and reported 
progress and the House adjourned till Tbors-. 
day ut 3 p. in., when Iho order of tho day 
will bo Mr Pidwell'a Executive Council bill. 
Militia Bill, (1st reading) ; Road Bill, (2nd 
reading); Homestead Bill, (3rd reading).

I tako it for granted that gold ol itself will 
n«ver placo a country on securo foundations 
—it will help lo attract tho builders, but the 
structure will never be finished, for the labor 
is too costly und the work loo intermittent. 
Wo ought, at least, to keep the workmen 
when thoy eomo, and not allow them to dis- 
sipate their strength and finally turn away. 
Gold is, I believe, the teust valuable ol min- 
erals—a paradox, but nevertheless iruo. The 
search for il always costs more than it is 
worth, and always creales a dories of uns 
healthy excitements, followed invariably by 
reactions Mill more disastrous. Whut would 
California, with all her gold, be woith with- 
out her agricultural rosoutoes ? or Australia, 
without her pastures? So here, in Vancou- 
ver Island. I believe the gold ot the neigh- 
bouring Colony has done us more harm than 
good. Without it our progress would have 
been less rapid but moro euro, and there 
would havo been no retrogression. By ne- 
cessity we should havo developed our own 
resources, and depended for prosperity ou 
what the soa and tho land, abovo and be- 
neath, would yield us, and on our unrivalled 
position and climate. Ever since 18G0 we 
have existed on a aeries of spasmodic spurts, 
which, after projecting us one foot forwards, 
have ouded in landing us two leet back- 
wards. Bui suppose the money suuk in 
Cariboo, Kootenay, .t-c, had been spent in 
clenring the ground and extracting "> a true 
riches of the soil, in raising crops, and flocks 
and herds, and working tho coal Holds, and 
cutting down the timber, wc should have 
been now in n very different position. My 
advice, then, is this : Seek not an unequal 
Union with the Syren over the water, lor sho 
will luro you to destruction — bo self-depen- 
dent and self-relying — give tho greatest free- 
dom to commerce compatible with the ro- 
quiremenls of Government— throw open all 
lands and coal fields to settlement and pur- 
chase, and if need bo, give them away ; and 
with fuiilful land und sea around us.gooO 
timber above ua and good coal beneath — 
with a splendid climato, and u position 
second lo none — 1 say we have nothing lo 
fear. In another letter I hope to point out a 
courso which may bo followed with advan- 
tage, if those who can assist will do so, aud 
all can help.

.'!3. Should union take place in the manner 
contemplated by the Act of the 21 & 22 Viet., 
two important changes would tako place ia 
ibo condition of Vancouver lsiund. Its pro- 
sent legislative constitution would bo abolish- 
ed. Tho partial exemption from import dut- 
ies would cease. Tho loss of tho House of 
Assembly would not, I think, bo much re- 
gretted. Tho Ircedom of tho port of Victoria 
has already been much impaired, duties be- 
ing now levied on many articles of consump- 
tion. There is a certain charm in the idea ol 
a free English port on ihe Pacific destined to 
Compete with San Francisco, and, perhups, 
ultimately :o establish a commercial pre-em- 
inence lor Great Britain on the western 
coast of America. Bot in reality lew of the 
advantages expected from the freo port sys» 
lem-havo beeu secured, and the people of 
Victoria, having the issue fairly placed belore 
them at tho last elections, have, by u large 
majority, determined that tho system Bbull 
cease, and a tarifl lakes ils plaeo. A 7 ieloria 
does not lio on any of the gieat highways ot 
commerce, und I do not suppose that a vessel 
ever entered the pott which was not specially 
bound for it on tho commencement of the 
voyage. Besides, if tho freedom of Iba pons 
bad realized I he expectations of the people of 
Victoria, would they now be in a gloomy a 
stale, or ready to make any saciiSoe to securo 
union with British Columbia ? Tho last 
statistical returns show that of the imports lo 
Vancouver Island only one-twelfth is export- 
ed to countries oilier than tho neighbouring 
British Colony. It may be said (bat smuggl- 
ing is curried on lo a great extent. Possibly 
so, but I doubt whether this advantage, of 
somewhat questionable propriety, counterbal- 
ances the inconvenience of Iho restriclioiiH 
placed on liritish commerce in tho western 
states of America. The compulsion on every 
vessel to or Irom Puget'a Sound to enter or 
clear at Port Angeles, 40. (?) miles to wind- 
ward, is 1 know I ouod u serious evil ia Brit- 
ish Columbia. The snips entering tbe Col- 
umbia or Golden Gate from Victoria uro 
examined, 1 believe, with a minuteness and 
suspicion not mortised on other traders. 
The collector of customs of California ir- 
lornied me lhat the commercial transaciions 
ol Ihe British and American territories on 
the Pacific will never be condooled on an 
entirely suti-luctory condition so long as we 
look lo the evasion of the United States laws 
as one of our regular sources of profit. Re- 
ciprocity , such as lhat existing between the 
ea-,leru Colonies and the Stales, would be 
most valuable to us ; but we cannot hope to 
obiuin il under a system whioh contemplates 
the flooding, if possible, of the neighbouring 
territories with smuggled goods. Finally, 
British Columbia cannot receive unto herself 
a community which declines to share equally 
i<i lur taxation. Victoria might retain nearly 
all.her advantages as u distributing port, by 
the establishment of Ponded warehouses, 
und ihe allowing of a drawback ou all mer- 
chandise, over a certain value, passing out of 
the i olony. 

34. In theevont of (he union taking place, 
a question which will locally excite somu 
interest is as to the seat of Government. 
Vietoria is the largest town of the two Cols 
otnes, and is, in many respect-', and most 
agreeable place of residence. I think, bow- 
ever, that in seeking union with British Col- 
umbia, Vancouver Islund relinquishes all 
claim to the possession within her limits ol 
the seat of Government. New Westminster 
has boon chosen us tho onpital of British 
Columbia, and it would not be fair lo the 
reluetunt Colony lo deprive her of the Gov- 
ernor and stiifl' ot officers. Hoth these towns 
ure inconveniently situated on un anglo of 
tho vast British territory ; but Now West- 
minster, on the mainland, has the advantage 
over the island town. It is altcady tho cen- 
tre of tbe telegraph io system, and la in con- 
stant communication with the upper country, 
whereas the steamers to Violoria only run 
iwioo a week. The Beat of Government 
should be on the mainland; whether it might 
not, with advantage bo brought hereafter 
neurer to theigold mines, is u question for the 
future. 

Unmixed ad rantages oould noetun from 
tho amalgamation of the Supreme Courts ol 
the two Colonics. There would bo abund- 
ance of work for the judges now presiding in 
oach Colony. 

30. it is premature for me to address you 
respecting the disposal of tho public officers 
who might bo thrown out ol employment on 
the union ol tho two Colonies. 

37. I havo now endeavoured to lay beforo 
you aechemo for tho consolidation of liritish 
power and interest on the Pacific, and lor the 
suppression of tho lamentable antagonism 
existing botwuon some ol our fellow-subjects 
on that ocean. I am well aware that there 
ure conflicting interests which I cannot hope 
to reconcile. Tho way of pleasing all parties 
has not boon discovered. Tho old system of 
union under a common Governor resident in 
Victoria broke down. The new ono of entire 
separation seems intolerable to tho politicians 
ol Vancouver Island. Whether the arrange- 
ments 1 now suggest would bo acceptable to 
the Colonists I am much inclined to doubt, 
Victoria would probably expect better terms, 
aud liritish 'Columbia only wishes lo bo loll 



LETTER FROM T, D'ARCY McGEE. 

Ottawa, June 14, 18(16. 

Dear Fathnr Hendrickan. — 1 am in receipt 
of your request that I should uso my influ- 
ence " to save Terence McDonall of Water- 
bury," now a Fenian prisoner in our hands, 
from the consequences of his own criminal 
folly, in lending himself to the lato invasion 
of this country. 

There are lew things you could ask mo to 
do, which I would not cheetfully do for auld 
Inng sy no. My recollection of Waterbury, 
its pastor and its people, and ail most pleas- 
ing and gratifying. But, my dear old friend, 
this thing you ask cutiuot be done. Terence 
McDonald, like tho rest of his oomrades, lolt 
his home, his family duties, if ho had any, 
his honest employment, if he lollowed one, to 
come several hundreds of miles, to murder 
our border poople— for ibis Fenian fillibus- 
toriug was murder, not war. What had Ca- 
nada or Canadians done to deaeivo Buch an 
assault? What had Iho widow of our brave 
McEnohren done to Terence McDonnell, that 
he and his comrades should leavo her with 
live f atherless Utile ones to invoke tho wrath 
of heaven upon tho deslroyors of her husband? 
What had our gallant countryman, Ensign 
Fahoy, dona to them, lhat ho bhould be crip- 
pled for life at their bands ? What did our 
eight young Canadians — the darlings of 
mothers and sisters aud wives — tho flower of 
our College corps, — do to deservo their 
bloody fute, in the Fort Erie affair ? Tho 
person for whom you ask my intercessions 
wus one of those who sought out our people, 
on our soil, and maimed and slnw as many 
as they could; aud those who seut them have 
exulted in the exploit. They must tuke, 
therefore, the consequences of their own act. 

I need hardly say to you who have been 
in Canada, and who know how free, how or- 
derly, and how religious this people uro, that 
no spirit ol vengeance will direct the trials ol 
the accused. McDonnull and all tho Fenians 
will have every justioe done to then, publicly, 
in tbe brood light of day, but to whatever 
punishment the law hands him over, no 
word of mino can ever be spoken in mitiga- 
tion: not even under these circumstances, if 
hu wore my own brother. 

I grieve that I must deny you, but bo il is.
